Start-itis 

Tm not sure if it s the weather or 
my short attention span, but at the 
moment I just want to knit 
everything. Starting projects is just 
so much fun. Of course, finishing 
them is even better but I tend to 
forget this whilst lost in the haze 
of browsing knitting patterns... 

On the needles 

Regardless of what my husband 
says, you simply cannot have 
enough knitted shawls. Much like 
shoes and handbags, shawls always 
fit and always look fabulous. At the 
moment I'm knitting Radiance 
Shawl by Helen Stewart, a stunning, 
semi-circular lace shawl with a 
ruffled edge, in Madelinetosh Lace. 
The yarn is a custom-dyed 
colourway called “Midnight in 
Manhatten” which I purchased on a 
trip to New York so it's very special 
indeed. As it will take me 
a while to finish, I like to 
have some quick knits 
on the go. 

My go-to easy 
knitting project is my own 
basic beanie pattern. 

It s portable and once cast on, you 
barely need to look at the pattern. 
The bulky weight option can be 
done in an evening and looks lovely 
topped with a pompom. This is 
quick, instant gratification knitting! 



Stash enhancement 

Enhancing my yarn stash is 
something I enjoy almost as much 
as knitting (despite the negative 
effect it has on my bank balance)! 
In general Tm a natural fibre girl 
and tend to avoid acrylic blends. 

I very nearly turned my nose 
up at Erika Knight s Fur Wool, 
assuming it was an acrylic, novelty 
yarn, but I was wrong - so wrong! 

It s wool and lOO% British 
made too. Oh the possibilities. 

I can see this bulky yarn lining 
cowls, forming the 
cuffs of gloves and 
mittens, making 
boot toppers... 

I even fancy a 
waistcoat 
made from it. 

Malabrigo has been one 
of my favourite yarn brands for 
some time, but I only recently 
discovered their worsted weight 
superwash merino, Rios. The 
colours are heavenly. Because it s 
superwash it s perfect for baby 
knitting, but also great for cosy 
shawls and sweaters. This is a 
must-have yarn, and worryingly, 

I seem to have run out. I must 
dash; I have emergency yarn 
shopping to do...

Anniken grew up in the small seaside town of 
Hvitsten in Norway, a country that has a strong 
knitting heritage. "My mum used to knit all 
the time and she taught me when I was very 
young,” she says. "I knew how to knit before 
I started primary school. My grandmother was 
an amazing crocheter and taught me to 
crochet too, but I was much better at knitting 
as a child. Growing up in Norway, I learnt to 
knit the continental way but I do Norwegian 
purl instead of the regular continental purl. 

I thought that's how everyone knitted until 
I moved to England!" 

She discovered a love of travel after 
spending a year at high school in Colorado, 
USA. Once her schooling in Norway was 
complete, she longed to travel again and came 
to England to work in a riding school in 
Cornwall, where she later met her husband. 

Despite being a keen knitter, following 
British patterns was much more difficult that 
it first appeared. "I just didn't understand all 
the abbreviations and terminology,” she 
explains. "I kept buying patterns and yarn 
in Norway when I went to visit, then 
eventually gave up knitting for a few years. 
When I got back into it, I joined a couple of 
online forums and, along with online videos, 
the members helped me learn to read English 
knitting patterns.” 

Encouraged by her newly revived love of 
knitting and inspired by patterns seen in 
knitting magazines, Anniken decided to have 
a go at lace. "I'd never tried lace knitting, but 
thought the patterns were beautiful,” she says. 
"I found a website that showed how to do yarn 
forwards in the continental style and soon

after that I was given Jane Sowerby's 
'Victorian Lace Today.' Lace knitting 
really clicked for me and I don't 
remember having any disasters, although 

I quickly realised that it was much easier to 
knit from charts.” 

Although mostly recognised for her lace 
patterns, Anniken also enjoys using 
colourwork and cables in her designs. "I don't 
feel like I have a particular style but many 
knitters say they recognise my designs 
before they see my name when flicking 
through magazines. I like to keep garment 
shapes simple. But my favourite is designing 
lace shawls.” 

Anniken's passion for beautiful shawls is 
clearly demonstrated in her Eternally Yours 
project on page 39. "It is a delicate and airy 



lace shawl, which appears complex but is a lot 
easier to knit than it looks,” she says. So, where 
does she get the ideas for her creations? "I find 
inspiration everywhere. I love people watching 
and especially look at knitwear people are 
wearing. I've been known to follow people 
down the street to take a photo of their sweater 
with my phone! I live in a beautiful part of 
Britain and a lot of inspiration comes from the 
beautiful seaside and moorland areas near us. 

Dream designs 

One of the trickiest parts of being a 
designer is writing the patterns, something 
that Anniken learnt the hard way! 

"I always used to knit without a pattern. 

I'd just cast on and hope for the best,” she 
says. "After I started blogging I decided

to try writing up my designs and my first 
few self-published patterns were awful. 

I've learnt and improved so much since 
then. My first published pattern was a pair 
of socks that were featured in a British 
online magazine.” 

Since then, Anniken's patterns have 
been widely published in magazines both 
here in the UK and in the USA. This success 
led to her being noticed by spinners, like 
Artesano, who commissioned her to design 
in their yarns. "I've now designed many 
patterns for Artesano and Manos del Uruguay, 
including some items for the new Artesano 
Alpaca Silk and Linen Silk yarn ranges,” she 
says. "West Yorkshire Spinners got in touch 
after seeing my designs in Let's Knit. They 
sent me a selection of their yarns to try out 
and I love their Bluefaced Leicester yarns. I've 
used their yarns in magazine designs as well 
as in the Country Birds collection published 
earlier this year.” 






Keeping busy 

Anniken was an official ambassador on Yarn 
Shop Day and has fond memories of her 
childhood yarn shop in Norway. "We always 
had a yarn shop in the small town where I 
grew up. It mainly stocked wool yarns in solid 
colours as ski sweaters and stranded 
colourwork have always been very popular 
in Norway. The lady who ran the yarn shop 
used to make ski sweaters to order, and 
there was always a knitting machine working 
in the background.” 

On the day, she visited Spin a Yarn in 
Devon running a drop-in knitting surgery 
with fellow designer Claire Crompton. 
Anniken has a close working relationship 
with the store, as it was one of the first places 
she taught a knitting class. "I'm happy to 
travel anywhere in the country and abroad to 
teach, and this year I've taught more classes 
than ever before!” 

Anniken is a regular face at yarn shows 
across the country, where she sells yarn and 
showcases her designs. But that's not all for 
this talented knitter. "At the moment I'm 
working on my first book!” she reveals. "The 
deadline is fast approaching so that's my main 
focus right now. I'd like to self-publish a 
seasonal collection in early autumn using the 
Lotus Yarns I stock. I am currently working on 
my workshop programme for later in the year, 
and I'm also planning a new yarn and pattern 
club, starting this autumn - more details will 
be on the website soon!” 

With so much going on, does she have time 
for anything else? "I never have time to knit 
garments for myself but I do frequently wear 
the small shawls I design. I also love designing 
and wearing knitted socks. I only knit for 'knit

We met in a university science lab, where 
Cordula had just finished her PhD and I 
inherited her project to work on my PhD. She 
was my supervisor and we soon became 
friends. I had retaught myself to knit and 
wanted to knit a triangular lace shawl. 
Cordula saw the shawl and wanted to try it 
herself. We went looking for silk lace yarns 
with just the right colourway s, but couldn't 
find any in Germany so decided to dye lace 
silk ourselves. 

We complement each other in our 



KNITTING 
WITH BEADS 

There are two main ways of placing 
beads as you knit; the slip stitch 
method, used on Whispering Waves 
(p55), and the crochet hook method, 
used on Spider's Web. When choosing 
your beads, make sure the hole is big 
enough for two strands of your yarn to 
pass through. You don't need to pre- 
thread the beads on to your yarn in this 
method, instead you add them as you 
need them using a crochet hook. The 
hook needs to be able to fit through 
the hole in the bead, so we recommend 
using a 0.6mm hook. Work to where 
the bead should be placed; in this 
project the bead is placed between 
two yarn forwards. 

Step 1: slide the bead on to your 
crochet hook, then insert the hook 
purlwise into the loop of the stitch on 
the LH needle 

Step 2: slip this stitch off the LH 
needle and use the crochet hook to 
pull the yarn through the bead creating 
a small loop 

Step 3: replace this loop on the LH 
needle and knit this stitch. The bead 
has now been placed and you can 
continue as directed in the chart. 



colour choices. Cordula likes warm, intense 
hues, which fit best to her skin tone. I like 
wearing cool, neutral colours. We dye lots of 
colours which lie way beyond our personal 
comfort zone, because people from all over 
the world buy our yarns. We also prefer 
different types of patterns. Cordula likes 
them angular and not too playful, whereas I 
like the romantic and flowery ones. Both of 
us like knitting complicated patterns to 
challenge ourselves. 

The Estonian star stitch is one of our 
favourites and is represented in many of our 
designs. It stretches in all directions. 
Crescent-shaped shawls are very 
comfortable to wear and drape wonderfully 
around the shoulders. These two 
cornerstones were the beginning of our 
design for Let's Knit. Cordula came up with 
the idea of creating a shawl that looked like a 
spider's web, so she included the delicate 
longitudinal sections which are topped with 
shiny beads in a contrasting colour.

CREATING EYELETS 



The deliberate holes in lace patterns are 
called eyelets and are worked by 
combining a particular type of increase 
with left or right-leaning decreases. This 
does not effect your stitch count as they 
are always worked in pairs, thus 
cancelling each other out. 



THE DECREASES j 



KNIT TWO TOGETHER 
(k2tog) 

Insert the RH needle into the next two stitches 
on the left-hand (LH) needle at the same time, 
knit both stitches together. The finished 
decrease leans to the right on a knit row 

SLIP, SLIP, KNIT (ssk) 

Insert the RH needle into the next stitch on the 
LH needle as if to knit and transfer the stitch to 
the RH needle, do the same with the second 
stitch. Return the stitches to the LH needle, then 
knit both stitches together through the back 
loops. The finished decrease leans to the left on 
a knit row 

SLIP ONE, KNIT TWO 
TOGETHER, PASS SLIPPED 
STITCH OVER (si l, k2tog, 
psso or sk2po) 

Slip one stitch as if to knit, knit two together (as 
above), insert the LH needle into the slipped 
stitch, lift it over the last worked stitch and off 
the RH needle.

YARN FORWARD (yfwd) 

This is worked between two knit stitches. 

The yarn starts at the back of the work

The yarn ends at the back of the work, ready to

The yarn ends at the front of the work, 
ready to purl the next stitch 



If you are working this between a knit and a

YARN OVER NEEDLE (yon) 

This is worked between a purl and a knit 
stitch. The yarn starts at the front of the work 
How to do it; take the yarn over the barrel of 
the RH needle to make an extra stitch 
The yarn ends at the back of the work, ready 
to knit the next stitch

BLOCKING 



As you work, you will find that your knitted 
lace looks quite scrunched up, and you need to 
pull it out to get the correct effect. Blocking 
will ensure your work stays flat and your stitch 
pattern looks even. There are three main ways 
of blocking your work: 

Wet blocking: submerge your project in a 
bowl of water at the temperature given on the 
ball band, then drain away the water and 
squeeze out any excess. 




Spray blocking: for delicate projects, like lace, 
just spritz your project with water, rather than 
soaking it. 




Steaming: using an iron, hover above your 
project and gently apply steam until the 
knitting relaxes. For delicate projects, protect 
the knitting with a damp tea towel. 




Once you have dampened your project using 
one of the methods above, pin your work out to 
the measurements given and allow it to dry. 





USE STITCH MARKERS 

If your lace pattern is repeated across the 
row, it helps to place a stitch marker 
between each pattern repeat to help you 
keep your place as you knit. Also place one 
between your selvedge stitches and the 
start and end of the main pattern. Slip 
these markers on every row. 



INSERT A LIFELINE 

Lifelines are a really useful safety net for lace 
projects as mistakes can easily happen, but 
they're not so easy to correct. 

Placing a lifeline: after you have worked a 
correct pattern repeat, insert a thin length of 
smooth, cotton yarn through all the stitches 
on your needle - do not thread the lifeline 
through any stitch markers. Reposition the 
lifeline after every correct pattern repeat. 

Using your lifeline: if you make a mistake 
during the next repeat, instead of taking the 
work back stitch-by-stitch, you can simply 
remove your needle and unravel your work. 
The lifeline will keep your stitches from 
unravelling too far, so you won't have to 
undo more than is necessary. Once 
unravelled, transfer your stitches back 
to your needle, ensuring they are not 
twisted, then have another go at the next 
pattern section.

TENSION HEADACHE 

It's really important to knit tension square 
before you begin a project. Not 
everybody knits the same way - some 
knit more tightly than others - and this 
will affect how the stitch pattern looks 
and the finished size of the item. T ension 
squares are usually presented like this: 

22 sts X 30 rows 
lOcm X lOcm 
stocking stitch 
4mm needles 

To knit your tension square, cast on the 
instructed number of stitches, in this case 
22 , plus five more. Then, using the needle 
size and same stitch pattern given, work 
the instructed number of rows, plus five 
more. Using a ruler and taking your 
measurements from the centre of the 
square, count the number of stitches 
and number of rows over a lOcm square. 
If you have more than you should do, it 
means your knitting is a little tight and 
you may need to use larger needles. 
Similarly, if you have fewer stitches 
and rows, use smaller needles to get 
the correct tension.

AT A LOOSE END? 

Follow these steps for weaving in any 
tails of yarn: 

1. Thread the yarn on to a tapestry 
needle and work with the WS of the 
project facing upwards. 

2 . Insert the needle under the loop of 
each stitch, and draw it through. Work it 



up and down the loops of the stitches 
for 8cm. An alternative method is to 
weave through the back of the stitch, 
splitting the strand of yarn as you sew. 
3 * Cut the yarn close to the fabric. 
NOTE: In colourwork, weave the yarn 
tails into the matching colour section. 



SUBSTITUTION 

There are many reasons to want 
to substitute the yarn given in a 
project, from price to colour selection, 
but there are some important points 
to remember. 



■ Choose a yarn with a similar tension 
to the suggested yarn. Match the 
tension given on the ball band of the 
yarns, as the pattern may use a 
different stitch. Remember to do a 
tension square in the new yarn before 
you begin. 

■ Consider the fibre content of the 
yarn and how this might affect the 
finished project. For example, cotton 
yarn will knit up very differently to a 
wool yarn.

■ Don't forget to check the care 
instructions of your new yarn. Not all 
yarns are machine washable. 

■ Look at the meterage of the new 
yarn, rather than the weight of the 
ball. Not all 50g balls have the same 
meterage and you don't want to 
run short when nearing the end of 
your project. 



ON THE BLOCKS 

Blocking is the process of stretching 
and shaping your finished items to 
create the correct dimensions from 
the pattern, and even out your 
stitches. It is also really useful for 
ensuring that pieces to be joined fit 
well together. There are a few 
different ways to achieve this, 
so check the information on the 
yarn ball band and pick the most 
suitable option. 

Wet blocking: dampen the pieces 
so that they are wet through and 
gently squeeze out the excess 
water. Lay out the pieces and pin 
them to the correct measurements. 



then leave them to dry. For 
delicate fibres and lace project, 
you can just spritz the pieces with 
a water spray, rather than 
submerging them fully. 

Steaming: lay a damp cloth over your 
work and gently iron over the top - 
do not iron directly on to your 
knitting. Continue to iron until the 
cloth is dry. Another option is to 
gently hover over your work with the 
iron and apply steam until the knitting 
relaxes, this is good for delicate 
projects and textured stitches. 

Pin to the desired measurements 
and allow to set.

GRAFT THE TOE 




Kitchener Stitch is the method used to acheive this. 

It is worked as follows: 

SET UP: Before starting you need to prepare the stitches 
on the needle. Hold the two needles with the remaining 
stitches parallel. The loose end of yarn should be coming 
from the back needle and lying to the right of the work. 

1 Thread yarn end onto a tapestry needle and insert 
it purlwise into the first stitch on the needle closest 
to you. Pull the yarn through but leave the stitch on 
the needle. 



KNIT STITCH 




I Once cast on, insert the tip of the right needle 
upwards and from front to back into the top stitch 
on the left needle. The right hand needle should sit 
behind the left hand one. Wrap the ball end of yarn 
anticlockwise around the tip of the right hand needle. 




2 Using the right hand needle, pull a loop of the 

wrapped yarn through the original stitch to create a 
new one on the right hand needle. Slide the original stitch 
off the left hand needle. Repeat from step one. You are 
now knitting! The knit stitch can be combined with other 
stitches to create hundreds of different stitch patterns.

MAKING A SLIP KNOT 




1 Holding the yarn under your left thumb, wrap it 
twice around your left index and middle fingers, 
with the second loop closer to the base of the fingers. 
With the backs of the fingers uppermost, insert the 
tip of the needle beneath the first loop and over the 
second, and pull the second loop under the first. 




2 Remove the two fingers and gently tug on 
both ends of yarn to tighten the slip knot 
around the needle. 




2 Insert the tapestry needle knitwise into 
the first stitch on the back needle and 
pull the yarn through, leaving the stitch 
on the needle. 




3 Having set up as shown in steps 1 and 2 , repeat 
steps 3 and 4 until all stitches have been grafted. 
Insert the tapestry needle knitwise into the first stitch 
on the front needle and slide the stitch off. Before you 
pull the yarn through this stitch insert the tapestry 
needle into the next stitch on the front needle 
purlwise and pull the yarn through, this time leaving 
the stitch on the needle. 




4 Insert the tapestry needle purlwise into the first 
stitch on the back needle and slide it off. Before 
pulling the yarn through this stitch, insert the tapestry 
needle into the next stitch on the back needle 
knitwise and pull the yarn through, leaving the stitch 
on the needle.

CABLE CAST ON 




1 Create a slipknot on your left hand needle, pulling it 
taut (but not too tight). Carefully insert the right 
needle into the knot from front to back, passing under 
the left hand needle. Wrap the ball end of yarn 
anticlockwise around the point of the right needle. 




2 Pull the loop that forms back through the original 
stitch (knot) and insert the tip of the left hand 
needle into the new stitch from underneath to transfer 
it from the right hand to the left hand needle. There 
should now be two stitches on the left hand needle. 




Insert the right needle between the two stitches 
on the left needle and wrap the yarn around the 
needle tip anticlockwise. Draw this loop through to 
make a stitch and slip it up and onto the left needle. 
Repeat this creating a new loop behind the last stitch 
and passing it left needle in front of the previous one. 



BACK STITCH 





I Pin the pieces to be joined, with the right sides 
together. Thread the loose end of yarn onto a 
tapestry needle. Start by stitching the two outer edges 
together, then bring the needle through the two pieces 
icm from back to front ahead of the previous stitch. 



2 Push the needle back through at the position 
where the yarn emerged from the previous 
stitch. Return it to the front of the work, approx icm 
ahead of the stitch just made. Repeat this until the 
whole join is complete, working in a straight line. 



JOINING CAST OFF EDGES 




I Lay the two pieces to be joined right side up and 
with the cast off edges touching. Thread a tapestry 
needle with the loose yarn and push this through the 
centre of the first stitch, and then in and out through 
the centres of two stitches on the opposite side. 




2 Take the needle over to the first side 

and insert where it previously exited, bringing 
it out through the centre of the next stitch. Repeat 
this process alternating sides and stitching single 
stitches until the pieces are joined. 



BEGINNING A SEAM 




I With the pieces placed next to each other with right 
side upwards, thread the yarn tail through the fabric 
after the first stitch, moving the needle from front to 
back. Then, take the needle behind the first stitch on the 
second piece from the back of the work to the front. The 
yarn will form a figure 8. T ug gently to secure. 



MATTRESS STICTH 




I With the two pieces to be joined lying next to each 
other, hook the horizontal bar of the first stitch with 
the tapestry needle. Move to the other piece and hook 
the first horizontal bar of the stitch on that side. 

Repeat this moving from one piece to the next 
and pulling the yarn to tighten the join.
